B ritish official circles hailed th e 
speech as “fu rth er proof of the 
courage and realism ” of the U nited 
S tates attitu d e tow ard th e E uro­ 
pean conflict and as “one of the 
m ost powerful, logical indictm ents 
ever spoken” against aggression. 
Virginio G ayda. the editor who 
often speaks for the Fascist regime, 
warned in delivering th e Italian 
reply th a t the "tolerance” of th e 
R om e-B erlin axis is lim ited. 
“N othing New." Says G ayda 
W riting in the new spaper ll G lor- 
nale D 'ltalia, G ayda said. however, 
the P resid en t’s speech in itself pro­ 
duced “nothing new ;" th a t it only 
confirm ed the passage of th e U nit­ 
ed S tates first from neutrality* to 
non-belligerency and ffom th a t to 
a state "short of w ar.”

ly 50 per cent of U. S. arm s pro­

"It is a m atter of m ost vital con­ 
cern to us th a t European and Asi­ 
atic w ar-m akers should not gain 
control of the oceans which lead

rope, Asia, Africa. A ustralia, and 
the high seas—and they will be in 
a position to bring enorm ous m il­ 
itary and naval resources against 
this hem isphere,”

America’s failure so far to make up Its mind what 
the war’s really about, besides making the world safe 
for Shakespeare and the much admired English ac­ 
cent. Is reflected In acute Jitters over what editorial 
writers glibly call the “Nazi peace offensive.” 
The jitterers, through rattling teeth, are warning 
that peace ta k may be Hitler s slippery way of trying 
to make the United States ease up on production for 
defense. In short, if the route plight of Great Britain 
were to be made to seem less acute than it is, by pos­ 
sibility of peace, then the United States would begin 
to spare the horses. 
This falls just a red hair short of being an insult 
to the intelligence and patriotism of all Americans 
above the age of one year. Tragically, however, it em­ 
braces a line of reasoning that is becoming well worn 
the line that the United States is spending money and 
conscripting manpower to save Great Britain and that 
lf the British quit fighting or get licked the United 
States will have no further reason to rush through a 
program of turning out a lot more of everything used 
in making war. 
The United States is preparing to become the dom­ 
inant national power on the face of the earth, re­ 
gardless of whether the war is a victory for the Brit­ 
ish, the Germans, or a standoff. Peace between the 
present belligerents woudn’t change a thing; it woud 
be no better ihan the peace that gave Europe a 
b leating spell from 1918 to 1940. in preparation for 
fighting the current war, Before any belligerent gov­ 
ernment starts any war in the future, it is going to 
have to figure the angles on the United States, which 
will be .strong enough on sea, land and in the air to 
play world policeman with something more awe-in­ 
spiring than a big mouth. 
Ttds nation s proper destiny is clear. 
It can be­ 
come strong enough to enforce its ideals of conduct 
wherever they are challenged. It isn’t working to save 
Great Britain. It is working to achieve its own des­ 
tiny; winning the Battle of Britain is a byproduct.

As an instrumentality of communication, radio’s 
warmest adm irers are not persons with merchandise 
to sell, but those with ideas to sell.

Modern U.S. Arm y Takes Its 
Training To School Classroom 


(B y United P ress) 
WASHINGTON — The 
young 
man who joins the 
Army 
these 
days stands little chance 
of 
re­ 
maining a simple, rifle-carrying in­ 
fantryman if he knows radio, the 
workings of a gasoline 
or 
diesel 
engine, or even if he eau operate 
a typewriter with reasonable skill. 
A most any skill is being wel­ 
comed 
at centers 
where raw re­ 
a c t s are taken into the military 
machine and selected for the vari­ 
ous branches of service. Every ef­ 
fort is made to avoid the wasteful 
World 
welt practices in which a 
good mechanic was turned into a 
cook, or a typist into a blacksmith. 
Every man taken into the service 
is carefully interviewed and all his 
past activities, including 
his hob­ 
bies, studied. His record is placed 
in a card index file for ready ref­ 
erence. He will, as far as possible. 
be put into the work for which he 
is most adapted or in which he is 
most interested. 


Soldiering, in the machine age 
at times resembles 
school 
days 
more than it does man-size occu­ 
pations. 
Every school 
facility is 
being used to the utmost and new 
schools are being created 
Tank School at I ort Knox 
At Fort Knox, Ky., headquarters 
of the armored force, a who c row 
of school buildings is being set up 
In some classes, .student : oldiers— 
many of them new to the ranks— 
see a tank motor taken apart and 
assembled. It is not a simple mat­ 
ter of fixing parts, but of learning 
what makes the intricate machine 
go. and why. 
In another class motorcycles are 
repaired annd rebuilt. 
At another, 
young soldiers hammer 
away 
at 
typewriters, 
learning 
to 
become 
company clerks. 
One section devotes itself to the 
intricacies of radio of the various 
types used in the armored force 
Another works over the task 
of 
learning to send and receive mes­ 
sages in code. 


While the 
army may

I they are available. Classes are ex­ 
panding rapidly 
and 
ultimately 
will instruct as many as 800 men 
at a time. 
The lessons will be ex­ 
pounded by instructors at one time 
through a loudspeaker system. 
More Instructors Needed 
With their education completed, 
the most 
adept 
will 
be sent 
to 
their organizations to act e ls 
in­ 
structors. 
The others will return 
| to their units to apply their train- 
I ing. 
Training of 
aviation 
mechanics 
is proceeding at the same rapid 
pace at Chanute field, 111., a long 
established school. 
Education is 
not confined 
to 
enlisted men. Even 
the 
generals 
are going to infantry, field 
artil­ 
lery. cavalry and other schools for 
"refresher’’ courses. 
Reserve offi­ 
cers on active duty are 
pursuing 
the same course to fit them for the 
commands which they must some­ 
time occupy.
